472 years jail for

POLICE were 
unable to rouse a 
man found 
slumped over the 
wheel of his parked 
car in Bridgend. 
They smashed a 
window and 
smelled alcohol. 

Also in the vehicle, 
Cardiff Crown Court 
was told, were quanti¬ 
ties of cocaine and 
other drugs worth 
£1,600. 

David Walker (31), 
of Wimbourne 
Crescent, Pencoed, 
admitted possessing 
cocaine and ampheta¬ 
mine with intent to 
supply, being con¬ 
cerned in making an 
offer to supply 
cannabis and 
mephadrone, making 
an offer to supply 
cannabis and cocaine, 
and being in charge of 
a vehicle with excess 
alcohol. 

Walker was also in 
breach of a suspended

sentence for drugs 
offences, involving 
cannabis and cocaine. 

He was jailed for a 
total of four-and-a- 
half years, and dis¬ 
qualified from driving 
for a year. Judge Rhys 
Rowlands said that 
last July, the courts 
gave Walker a rare 
chance after his drugs 
offences. 

“But you are now 
back before the court 
for committing fur¬ 
ther offences and you 
must take the conse¬ 
quences.” 

Prosecutor David 
Thomas said that in 
January, police offi¬ 
cers found Walker 
slumped over the 
steering wheel of a 
locked car. 

They could not 
rouse him, and 
smashed a window. 


They could smell alco¬ 
hol and they also dis¬ 
covered drugs worth 
£1,600. 

From his mobile 
phone, said Mr 
Thomas, it was clear 
Walker was supplying, 
and offering to supply, 
drugs. 

After being arrest¬ 
ed, he was released on 
bail and immediately 
took out a further 
phone contract indi¬ 
cating he was offering 
to supply drugs. 

His counsel, Owen 
Williams, said: “He is 
entirely realistic, and 
realises there has to be 
immediate custody. 

“He was involved in 
street dealing on a sig¬ 
nificant level. For 
many years, he came 
into contact with 
drugs at a time when 
his life was chaotic. 

“Since being 
remanded in custody, 
he has been detoxified 
and is motivated to rid 
himself of his addic¬ 
tion.”

Death in 
Pencoed - man 
is arrested 

POLICE investigating the death of a 44- 
year-old woman, whose body was found at a 
house on Tybryn Terrace, Pencoed, late on 
Sunday, July 14, have arrested a 45-year- 
old local man on suspicion of murder. 

Police attended the address after concerns 
were raised by family members, and officers dis¬ 
covered the victim inside. 

She was later named as Assia Newton, a moth¬ 
er of three. The 45-year-old man who was arrest¬ 
ed, is receiving medical treatment and has not yet 
been interviewed by police. 

Detectives are appealing for information con¬ 
cerning the movements of a black Peugeot 307, 
registration KO 04 VDA between 2pm on 
Sunday afternoon and 12.30pm on Monday, July 
15. 

The head of the Specialist Crime 
Investigations Team at South Wales Police, 
Detective Superintendent Paul Hurley, said: “We 
are appealing to anyone who may have seen this 
car to contact us. 

“We want to piece together a picture of the 
movements of the vehicle during that time.”

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Council strengthens 
links with Armed 
Forces at get-together 


LINKS between Bridgend 
county borough and the armed 
services are being strengthened. 

A council-led event was held to learn 
how local servicemen and women, their 
families and veterans can be better sup¬ 
ported. 

It is part of the lead-up to the signing 
of an official Armed Forces Community 
Covenant by BCBC later this year. 

Council officers, Royal British 
Legion, the Army and veterans came 
together with local organisations and 
charities to look at issues faced by ser¬ 
vicemen and women and ask what the 
council and its partners can put in place 
to help. 

“Among the issues discussed were 
how we can improve understanding of 
the local ‘armed forces family’, housing 
issues affecting veterans, and how to 
signpost servicemen and women and 
those who have left the forces to better 
support” explained Council Leader Mel 
Nott, who is also the council’s Armed 
Forces Champion. 

“This event was really important, as 
it gave us all a chance to discuss the 
issues which are important to the armed 
forces community and consider what 
commitment we can give service per¬ 
sonnel, their families and veterans as 
part of the covenant we intend to sign. 

“Serving members and veterans 
make a significant contribution to our 
communities, and this covenant will 
also aim to make it easier for them and 
their families to access help and support 
in the local community. 

“As Armed Forces Champion, I’m

Veteran Paul Mathias, who runs the 
Buddybuddy Scheme and who deliv¬ 
ered a moving presentation about post- 
traumatic stress disorder, added: 
“Working together in this way can only 
be positive. 

“If one veteran’s life is transformed 
by the covenant then it’s worth it. 

“It’s good to see so many partners, 
the council and the army involved in 
making this happen. It’s definitely the 
way forward so well done to the bor¬ 
ough.” 

Captain Phil Carter, Adjutant from 
the Welsh Transport Regiment, said: 
“Bridgend has been hugely proactive 
and committed to developing its rela¬ 
tionship with the Armed Forces and to 
growing partnerships and support with 
the council and local organisations. 

“The Armed Forces family is looking 
forward to formalising that partnership 
through the Armed Forces Covenant 
and working together even more close¬ 
ly in the future.” 

In 2008, BCBC granted the Royal 
Welsh the Freedom of the county bor¬ 
ough and re-conferred the honour in 
2012.

‘Money is tight, but 
you have to get 
the priorities right’ 


I N response to a letter on July 4 by Mr 
G Smith, Llantwit Major, I wish to 
address his questions. 

He is quite right to point out that we are in diffi¬ 
cult financial circumstances, having inherited an 
extremely challenging financial settlement follow¬ 
ing 13 years of Labour Government in Westminster. 

Readers will recall the final note left by Chief 
Secretary to the Treasury, Liam Byrne, as his 
Labour Government left office in 2010, in which he 
admitted just how bad things had become: “I’m 
afraid there’s no money left”, was his now infa¬ 
mous parting shot. 

Whilst it may be tiresome hearing this mantra 
again and again, the position the UK Coalition has 
found itself in has left the Government with no 
choice but to prioritise and to get the public 
finances back in order. 

That’s the point I have been trying to make - no 
matter how tight the purse strings get, you have to 
have your priorities right. 

Currently, the young, the elderly, poor and vul¬ 
nerable are being isolated, particularly in rural areas 
like the Vale, by the Welsh Government’s savage

Jail for Pencoed man 
who attacked woman 


AFTER a vodka-drinking 
spree, a man attacked a 
woman friend in an 
episode of “prolonged and 
persistent violence”.. 

Lee Pritchard, 42, used a knife 
that caused his victim finger 
injuries which required stitches, 
Cardiff Crown Court heard. 

Pritchard, of Heol Bryn 
Cwtyn, Pencoed, admitted a 
charge of affray and was jailed 
for two years, three months. 

Prosecutor Michael Jones said 
Sadie Edwards had known 
Pritchard about a year, and he 
began to consider he was her 
boyfriend. 

He became increasingly pos¬ 
sessive and they fell out. In

February, they bumped into one 
another, she agreed he could stay 
the night in her home. 

But, said Mr Jones, he began 
drinking vodka and became 
antagonistic and argumentative. 

Soon after, he punched her to 
the face and ribs, went into the 
kitchen and waved a knife at her. 
Miss Edwards tried to grab it, 
but suffered finger wounds. 

The police arrived and Miss 
Edwards, who was sober, was 
taken to the Princess of Wales 
hospital. 

Pritchard denied being respon¬ 
sible for the attack and claimed 


that Miss Edwards attacked him. 

His counsel, Jeremy Jenkins, 
said: “Neither party has any 
desire to see each other again. 
Pritchard has very little recollec¬ 
tion of the incident. This is his 
first conviction for violence. He 
has long-term medical problems 
and cannot work. He also realis¬ 
es the enormity of what could 
have happened.” 

Judge Patrick Curran told him: 
“You accept that you subjected 
Sadie Edwards to an episode of 
prolonged and persistent vio¬ 
lence. “ 

A five-year restraining order 
was made, preventing Pritchard 
contacting Miss Edwards.

Letter box training 
will help centre dogs 
to love the postman! 


AS latest statistics show there were 31 
dog-related incidents in the county bor¬ 
ough, Dogs Trust Bridgend is installing 
letterboxes at its training facilities to 
help dogs learn to love the postman’s 
arrival - to support Royal Mail’s Dog 
Awareness Week.

“Dogs Trust has long supported the need to keep 
postal and other community workers safe whilst 
they are performing their jobs and we are delighted 
to help this latest Royal Mail initiative. 

“We have always ensured that our dogs are as 
acclimatised as they can be to real life situations 
that they will come across when they leave our 
kennels. Introducing letterboxes to all of the 
rehoming centres with training facilities is an obvi¬ 
ous next step in providing a ‘first class’ service.” 

Dogs Trust is also keen to raise public aware¬ 


ness of the wider issues about responsible dog 
ownership. The charity recently welcomed the 
extension of dangerous dogs legislation to include 
all private property under new Government propos¬ 
als. 

The Dangerous Dogs (Amendment) Bill under 
consideration within the Anti-Social Behaviour, 
Crime and Policing Bill will introduce penalties for 
keepers of dogs who allow their dog to harm law¬ 
ful visitors to their home. 

Dogs Trust sees this as “a much needed step” in 
curbing irresponsible dog ownership and encourag¬ 
ing better control of dogs. 

Clarissa Baldwin, Dogs Trust CEO commented: 
“Owners have to be held accountable for having a 
dangerously out-of-control dog in any place - 
including their home. We hope the extension will 
result in more people taking responsibility for their 
dogs’ behaviour; with penalties for those who 
don’t. 

“Irresponsible dog owners need to be punished, 
rather than the dogs. The time is right for the 
Government to look at the preventative measures 
urgently required to stop dog attacks from happen¬ 
ing in the first place. 

“Dogs Trust will continue to lobby the 
Government and engage MPs on this issue until we 
finally have effective, preventative dangerous dogs 
legislation to successfully update the draconian 
Dangerous Dogs Act.”

PENYBONT 
LIFEGUARDS 
RESCUE 
A KAYAKER 

TWO volunteers from Penybont 
Lifeguards rescued a kayaker in the estu¬ 
ary at Ogmore-by-Sea, when his boat 
tipped over and filled with water. 

The strong currents in the estuary made it diffi¬ 
cult for the inexperienced kayaker to make it back 
to shore, said Will John, Senior lifeguard. “Our 
patrol saw the gentleman attempt an ‘eskimo roll’, 
but he got in trouble because his craft filled with 
water. We know the river currents are very danger¬ 
ous at the estuary, so he needed our help. 

“We used our rescue equipment to get to him and 
returned him safely to shore.” 

“The kayaker was met by his wife, who had wit¬ 
nessed the event from the beach. Although shaken 
up by the experience, he was checked over and well 
enough to drive home.” 

Penybont Lifeguards patrol Ogmore by Sea on 
the weekends from June to September. Steve 
Parker, Penybont Lifeguards boat captain 
explained: “Despite the slow start to the summer, 
we’ve rescued a number of people who were using 
inflatable dinghies where the wind has blown them 
off-shore. 

“Often, people start paddling down the river, and 
think they are safe, but the wind can quickly blow 
them out to sea.” 

The volunteers are expecting hundreds of people 
on the beach this weekend and urge them to be 
aware of the changeable conditions. 

Penybont Lifeguards are urging people to respect 
the tide and weather and not use inflatable 
dinghies. They advise people to be aware of the 
incoming tide, swim between the red and yellow 
flags and not to swim in the river or estuary.

David George, head¬ 
teacher, said: “The sup¬ 
port of the governing 
body and the interest 
that its members have in 
all aspects of school life 
is valued highly by 
myself and my col¬ 
leagues on the school 
staff. 

“This support has cer¬ 
tainly been instrumental 
in helping us improve 
our standards. For exam¬ 
ple, during last year, 
Estyn judged that the 
school has made signifi¬ 
cant improvements. 


Also, our banding 
jumped from Band 5 to 
Band 3, making us the 
second highest improv¬ 
ing school out of band 5 
from across Wales. 

“The average points 
scored by A Level stu¬ 
dents was higher in 
Pencoed than in any 
other local school.

Penarth man (19) 
escapes jail after 
supplying drugs 


CROWN COURT REPORT 

by AJ SICLUNA 


POLICE smelled cannabis 
when they stopped a car in 
Cardiff, the city’s Crown 
Court has been told. 

Inside, in a bag on the back seat, 
was a quantity of the drug worth 
£960, said prosecutor David Thomas. 

Ashley Jones (19) of Tal-y-Bryn, 
Penarth, admitted being concerned in 
the supply of cannabis and possessing 
it with intent to supply. 

Jones, who had no previous con¬ 
victions, was sentenced to eight 
months in a young offender institu¬ 
tion, suspended for two years, and 
ordered to carry out 250 hours unpaid 
work and to pay £250 costs. 

Judge Rhys Rowlands told him: 
“As you will appreciate, this is a seri¬ 
ous matter and ordinarily attracts a 
sentence of some length. Clearly, 
there was a commercial element. 

“You come from a close family and 
there is hope you will not let them 
down again.” 

Mr Thomas said that in November, 
the police stopped a car driven by 
Jones in Cowbridge Road West, Ely, 


Cardiff. They smelled cannabis and 
discovered the drug on the back seat. 

Jones’ mobile phone contained text 
messages indicating he was involved 
in supplying drugs. 

His counsel, Ruth Smith, said he 
had full-time work as a barman, after 
which he intended to resume full-time 
studies. 

“He is still very young. 
Unfortunately, he became involved 
with cannabis himself and then start¬ 
ed offending. 

“He supplied to named, known 
people, to obtain money to buy the 
drugs himself. 

“He comes from a very responsible 
family, and they have been appalled 
at what happened. To them, his 
offending was completely unaccept¬ 
able.” 

He said his parents made their feel¬ 
ings very clear to Jones. 

“He has great potential, and educa¬ 
tional ability. He is also a keen and 
good golfer who hopes to go to uni¬ 
versity. He is a productive member of 
society.”

St Athan man 
burgled his 
friend’s home

WHILE a woman was serving a prison 
sentence, a friend burgled her unoccupied 
home, Cardiff Crown Court has been 
told. 

Andrew Spurway (31) of Shackleton Close, St 
Athan, admitted a charge of burglary. He was jailed 
for 14 months, suspended for two years, made sub¬ 
ject to a supervision order for a year and ordered to 
carry out 200 hours unpaid work, and to pay a victim 
surcharge of £100. 

Judge Rhys Rowlands said Spurway targeted the 
home of a friend and committed a serious and mean 
offence: “He knew exactly where she was at the 
time.” 

The Judge said he had been persuaded to draw 
back from passing an immediate prison sentence. 

Prosecutor Ruth Smith said Spurway burgled the 
home in Barry, and stole an LCD television. 

At the time, the occupier, Tressa Williams, was in 
prison. 

While he was in the house, Spurway handled a 
number of letters and the police were successful in 
finding Spurway’s fingerprints on them. 

When arrested, Spurway admitted he knew where 
the woman was and said he had previously stayed at 
the house. 

He was said to have previous convictions for bur¬ 
glary and one for robbery. 

His solicitor, Adam Sharpe, said: “When this hap¬ 
pened, his lifestyle was chaotic. It was not sophisti¬ 
cated, and at the time he was effectively homeless.” 


Captivating talk on 
the American Indian

New ‘fly grazing 9 law welcomed 


THE South Wales 
Central regional 
AM, Andrew RT 
Davies, has wel¬ 
comed the Welsh 
Government’s 
announcement that 
it plans to bring 
forward legislation 
to tackle fly graz¬ 
ing in Wales. 

Mr Davies, the 
Welsh Conservative 
Leader, has long cam¬ 
paigned on the issue 
and has called for 
stiffer penalties for 
those found guilty of it. 

He said: “I welcome 
this announcement, 
which is frankly long 
overdue. We need to 
see an effective solution 


to this problem, one 
which has blighted 
parts of Wales, in par¬ 
ticular the Vale and 
Bridgend in recent 
years. 

“I am also particular¬ 
ly pleased to see that 
the Minister plans to 
bring this legislation 
forward before the end 
of the year. 

“This is an issue for 
the whole of Wales and 
that a concerted 
approach needs to be 


taken by the 
Government, in partner¬ 
ship with the relevant 
enforcement bodies and 
animal welfare agen¬ 
cies. 

“I also hope to see an 
emphasis on supporting 
farmers having to con¬ 
tend with the issue of 
fly grazing and I am 
hopeful that any new 
legislation will focus 
heavily on protecting 
the rights of land own¬ 
ers.” 


Mr Davies remains 
committed to introduc¬ 
ing a private members 
bill to tackle the broad¬ 
er issue of animal wel¬ 
fare and will be seeking 
to introduce back bench 
legislation, if he is suc¬ 
cessful in the ballot 
which takes place later 
this week. 

He said: “We must 
provide proper protec¬ 
tion for animals and 
ensure that they receive 
the care they require 


and deserve. 

“My own bill will 
seek to improve the 
quality of life for ani¬ 
mals in Wales. It will 
look at the fit and prop¬ 
er ownership of ani¬ 
mals, ensuring mini¬ 
mum standards in terms 
of the environment in 
which they are kept, 
and consolidating and 
improving existing ani¬ 
mal welfare legislation; 
including abandonment 
notices.” 


Recovered body is 
identified as Hollie 


A body recovered from the 
sea near Fontygary on 
Wednesday, July 10, was 
identified as the missing 
14-year-old, Hollie 
McClymont. 

Hollie had last been seen in the 
water at Whitmore Bay on 
Sunday afternoon, July 7. She 
was on holiday in south Wales 
from her home in Glasgow. 

Following the formal identifi¬ 
cation, the police issued a state¬ 
ment saying that their thoughts 
were with the family at such a 
distressing time. 

The Assembly Member for the 
Vale Jane Hutt and Barry Island 
councillor Steffan Wiliam voiced 
the despair felt by people in the 
town too. 

Jane Hutt said: “The rescue 
services and the police have been 
exemplary in their commitment in 
the search and support for the 
family. 

“But this is devastating news 
and our deepest sympathies and 
thoughts are with the parents of 
Hollie McClymont for the loss of 
their beloved daughter in this 
tragic accident.” 

Coun Wiliam said: “The night¬ 
mare we all feared appears now 
to have been realised. One can 
only imagine the deep grief and 
despair which Hollie’s family 
must feel. 

“My thoughts are with them at

this time.” 

Hollie was on Barry Island 
with friends when she got into 
difficulty in the water. 

After her disappearance was 
reported to a PCSO on patrol, sea 
searches were conducted by HM 
Coastguard and RNLI lifeboats 
while police conducted enquiries 
on land. 

On Wednesday afternoon, dur¬ 
ing the search of an area of water 
by a specialist police search team, 
Hollie’s body was discovered. 

She was taken to Llandough 
Hospital where she was formally 
identified by her family. 

South Wales Police Chief 
Inspector Marc Lamerton said: 
“This is obviously a very difficult 
time for Hollie’s family and 
friends and our thoughts are with 
them. 

“I would like to thank the com¬ 
munity of Barry and the media 
for their support throughout the 
incident. 

“I would also like to acknowl¬ 
edge the efforts and professional¬ 
ism of the rescue teams who 
searched for Hollie. 

“This tragedy has highlighted 
the issue of beach safety and 
while Barry Island is a really safe 
and enjoyable place to visit, I 
would urge visitors to heed the 
advice and swim in the designat-

ed areas.” 

Hollie’s death will be investi¬ 
gated by police on behalf of HM 
Coroner. 

Her headteacher, Andrew 
McSorley, of St Thomas Aquinas 
Secondary School in Glasgow, 
said: “It was a terrible shock to 
learn of Hollie’s death. 

“She was due to start fourth 
year in August and everyone at 
the school who knew her will be 
shocked and saddened by this 
awful news. 

“Our thoughts and prayers are 
with the family as they deal with 
their devastating loss.”

In order to 
relieve pressure, his 
lower left leg was ampu¬ 
tated. 

“Further still, he lost 
small parts of the tips of 
all his fingers and 


remaining toes. 

“We are now doing 
various fundraising 
events for his fund so that 
he can have a financially 
secure future, to help pay 
for any rehabilitation, 
physiotherapy and pros¬ 
thetic legs he may need - 
more than likely at the 
same rate any child may 
need new shoes!” 

Thankfully, Noah is 
making significant 
progress. 

Gareth said: “He is 
one-year-old this month 
and doing fantastically. 

“In four to five weeks 
we hope he will have his 
first prosthetic leg to get 
him walking as any other 
child would do!” 

So far family, friends 
and supporters have 
raised £10,000 to help 
Noah, and a major event 
is planned at the Ty 
Newydd Public House on 
Saturday, August 3. 



There will be a skittles 
challenge, a raffle and an 
auction. Gareth said: 
“My skittles team, the

funds for Noah. 

“We aim to score

Changing face of the Severn 

I NEWS FROM THE SKER WI I 


T HE need for afford¬ 
able housing is a pri¬ 
ority for the Welsh 
Government and the 
announcement I made ear¬ 
lier this year of an extra 
£20 million to build one 
and two-bedroomed prop¬ 
erties, was well received. 

The Vale of Glamorgan 
Council and local authorities 
across Wales welcomed the news, 
as did registered social landlords, 
such as Newydd Housing 
Association, who are currently 
having to wait for the seagulls ‘to 
hatch,’ before completing the dem¬ 
olition of the former Magistrates 
Court, which I was very involved 
in campaigning to keep here in Barry. 

However, it is very good news indeed that 
Newydd is able to access Welsh Government social 
housing grant to help build 52 much-needed new 
homes in the heart of Barry on this key site, con¬ 
tributing to the regeneration of Barry as well as 
meeting housing need. 

It was good to hear the chief executive say that 
despite the pause for the seagulls, the project will 
be on time for delivery of these homes as planned! 

Housing developments, such as Jacksons Quay 
and the new Extra Care Centre in Barry, provide 
affordable homes at a high standard, meeting the 
Welsh housing quality standard. 

OUTDATED 

Our successful negotiations with the Treasury 
has resulted in an end to the outdated and expen¬ 
sive housing revenue account subsidy for local 
authorities, such as the Vale Council, who will be 
able to access funds to continue the upgrading of 
their social housing in the county. 

This is a positive outcome of intergovernmental 
negotiations between the Welsh Government and 
the UK Government, which I have been engaged in 
as Finance Minister. 

We are also supporting a new scheme ‘Houses 
into Homes,’ which should see at least 900 units of 
empty houses brought back into use, with £20m 
funding of Welsh Government via a loan scheme. 
The interim evaluation is extremely positive about 
the scheme so far. 

Working very closely with our housing and 
regeneration Minister, Carl Sargeant AM, I am 
determined to support him in meeting the Welsh 


Government’s target of delivering 
7,500 affordable new homes. 
Investment in housing is one of 
our seven key priorities in the 
Wales Infrastructure Investment 
Plan. We have taken steps as a 
Government, to boost investment 
in affordable housing by more 
than £400 million. 

We are also committing £4 
million every year for 30 years to 
support registered social land¬ 
lords in generating over £100 
million of investment which will 
finance more than 1,000 afford¬ 
able homes over a four year peri¬ 
od - our new housing bond. 

This innovative investment has 
been recognised outside Wales as 
an example of Government taking 
the initiative in partnership with 
housing providers. 

We have a clear commitment and responsibility 
to boost the provision of affordable housing in 
Wales. We are also committed to helping people 
take steps to buy and the Housing Minister is mak¬ 
ing a statement on housing support this week 
which includes options for ‘shared equity’ owner¬ 
ship models. 

However, the development of one and two bed- 
roomed properties has been a direct response to the 
impact of the UK Government’s ‘Bedroom Tax,’ 
which is having a negative impact on many house¬ 
holds as they struggle to meet the costs of higher 
rents. 

There are not enough smaller flats and houses 
for people to move into, if they have been hit by 
this new tax, and there is deepening concern about 
the levels of debt that are accruing in many house¬ 
holds across Wales. 

I have also raised our concerns with the UK 
Government about the negative impact of this new 
tax compounded by the new arrangements for pay¬ 
ment of housing benefit that does not allow for 
‘payment direct’ to the landlord - which is very 
difficult for low income families and will adversely 
impact on social housing providers. 

Alongside our support for housing, we are also 
joining all those who are supporting those in hous¬ 
ing need such as Shelter, who run advice services 
alongside the Citizens Advice Bureaux in the Vale 
of Glamorgan and we are boosting our support for 
advice and information services, working with our 
local authorities to support vulnerable people in 
our communities.

Village opposition to 
plan for a camp site 




A ROW has broken out 
over plans to expand a 
camping site in a field 
behind a Vale coastal pub. 

Last year, The Three Golden 
Cups in Southemdown trialled a 
scheme for a summer camp site 
behind the pub - catering in the 
main for people who wanted 
easy access to nearby surfing 
beaches. 

Encouraged by the response 
last year, the site has now put a 
planning application into the 
Vale Council, looking to estab¬ 
lish a 50-pitch camp site, togeth¬ 
er with “ancillary facilities and 
associated works”, that will 
operate between March 15 and 
October 31. 

However, at a recent packed 
meeting of the St Bride’s 
Community Council, it was 
decided to oppose the plan. 

Coun Audrey Preston, who is 
the Vale councillor for the area, 
told The GEM that she had never 
seen so many people turn out for 
a community council meeting, 
and that the mood of the meeting 
was very much against. 

Local resident, Ian Lock, 
spoke to The GEM and said that 
the site was unsuitable because it 
was in the middle of the village, 
and that even with an average of 
five tents a night last year, there 
had been instances of noise and 
nuisance. 

He said: “There are about 200 
people in the village, and this 
could effectively double the pop¬ 
ulation.” 

He added that last year, it had 
been promoted as a site which 
was ideal for surfing and for its 
proximity to a pub. 

However, the landlord of the

Three Golden Cups, Alun 
Williams, put up a determined 
defence when he spoke to The 
GEM. 

He said: “This year, we have 
been around 70 per cent capacity, 
and most of those staying have 
been families.” 

Mr Williams acts only as a 
booking agent for the campsite, 
but the proximity of guests who 
buy drinks and meals has clearly 
boosted trade. 

He said that a lot of people 
valued a quiet country pub, but 
pointed out that if it was quiet all 
year round, the pub would not 
survive: “We do 80 per cent of 
our business in the months 
between June and September, 
and the increased business from 
the camp site has enabled us to 
take on two new staff, both of 
whom live locally. 

“The winter just passed was 
the worst ever, and it was a real 
struggle because the weather 
stayed poor for so long.” 

He added that he thought that 
local people were aiming at the 
wrong target, and that a con¬ 
trolled camp site would benefit 
the area. 

He said: “There is a big prob¬ 
lem with ‘fly camping’ in the 
area at the moment, and this 
leaves the Vale Council having to 
clear rubbish left behind by 
campers. 

“What is more, the visitors to 
this camp site park here, and 
don’t add to the gridlock we get 
along the coast road on sunny 
days.” 

The planning application is 


due to go before the council on 
July 25, and Mr Lock told The 
GEM that he hoped the council 
would apply its own policy, 
which was not to allow new 
camping sites within the 
Heritage Coast. 

He said residents were also 
objecting to a new access point 
to the campsite, which would 
mean that a section of an existing 
stone wall would be knocked 
down. At the moment, campers 
enter the camp site through the 
pub’s car park. 

Mr Lock added that he had a 
longer-term worry, because he 
was concerned that if permission 
was granted to build toilet blocks 
and other facilities, it could open 
the door, some time in the future, 
for a planning application to 
build houses on the site. 

Alun Williams, of the Three 
Golden Cups, said that he was 
disappointed with the opposi¬ 
tion, and said that a thriving local 
pub was important to any small 
community. 

He said: “We have plans to 
open a small shop here, that 
would sell local produce and 
other goods, which will help the 
village economy.” 

The application has been 
made by two local businessmen, 
Roger Thomas and Peter Davies, 
and Mr Thomas said: “We were 
encouraged to develop this camp 
site by the Vale Council, who 
identified a need for this type of 
site. 

“We recognise that there will 
be opinions regarding whatever 
happens to the field, but we have 
followed the advice of Vale 
Council planners, and the matter 
will now be decided by the coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee. ”

Herb garden flourishes 

COSMESTON medieval village has a flourishing 
herb garden again - thanks to staff and volun¬ 
teers who spent six months nurturing the 
medieval garden back to full strength. 

Over 20 different varieties of herbs and spices 
include elderflower, rosemary, borage, comfrey, St 
John’s wort and lavender. 

The cottage-sized herb garden was left unman¬ 
aged for over a year due to staff reorganisation, but 
is now being tended by the team. 

Cosmeston medieval village is open seven days a 
week, 10am - 4pm. Entry is free; however, if you’d 
like to upgrade your visit to a guided tour by one of 
the costumed guides, there is a charge of £2.50 per 
person. Tours run every day at 12pm; 1.30pm and 
3pm. 


Fire Service proposes changes to 
stations in the Vale and Bridgend 


A REVIEW which 
addresses how 
South Wales Fire 
and Rescue Service 
operates across the 
Vale and Bridgend 
areas, could see 
major changes to 
how local stations 
are run. 

In Cowbridge, it is 
proposed that full time 
firefighters could be 
moved to other stations 
and replaced by ‘on-call’ 
firefighters. 

The review states that 
over the last 10 years in 
Cowbridge, for a number 
of reasons, there have 
been fewer emergencies. 

It goes on: “The area 
around Cowbridge is 
quite low risk and when 
there is an emergency, 
another fire engine from 
a different fire station 
usually gets there first. 

“This means we have 
more full-time firefight¬ 
ers than we really need to 
make sure everyone in 
Cowbridge stays safe. ” 

In Barry, the review 
has proposed that there 
should be one fire engine 


with five full time fire¬ 
fighters and another 
engine with five ‘on call’ 
firefighters. 

The rationale behind 
that suggestion, says the 
review, is: “We have two 
fire engines at Barry Fire 
Station. There are five 
full-time firefighters on 
each fire engine. 

“Over the last 10 
years, for lots of different 
reasons, the number of 
emergencies they have 
attended has got less and 
less. 

“This means we have 
more full-time firefight¬ 
ers than we really need to 
make sure everyone in 


Barry is safe.” 

In Bridgend a new fire 
station could be built in 
South Cornelly to replace 
the stations in Kenfig 
Hill and Porthcawl. 

The review explains: 
“Our firefighters do not 
attend the same number 
of emergencies in the 
Bridgend area as they 
used to. 

“This means we have 
more fire engines and 
firefighters than we real¬ 
ly need to keep everyone 
safe. 

“By carefully choos¬ 
ing a location between 
the two fire stations we 
can provide more effi¬ 


cient protection with only 
a very small statistical 
increase in risk. 

“We will continue to 
work even harder with 
the local community to 
reduce the number of 
emergencies we attend. 
This will reduce the risk 
further and save more 
lives in the Bridgend 
area. ” 

Huw Jake way, Chief 
Fire Officer at South 
Wales Fire and Rescue 
Service said: “The Fire 
Cover Review will be 
reviewing the whole serv¬ 
ice area, but this will take 
place in three stages; 
stage one will look at the 


the Vale, Bridgend and 
Cardiff authorities. 

“The review looks at 
the location, number and 
type of resources within 
each of our authorities 
including firefighters ’ 
vehicles, equipment and 
fire stations - that are 
needed, and where they 
should be located to pro¬ 
vide the most efficient 
and effective and safest 
fire and rescue service 
across south Wales. 

“Any proposed 

changes to those 
resources will be consult¬ 
ed upon with our employ¬ 
ees, the public and part- 


“This essential feed¬ 
back from this consulta¬ 
tion will be taken to our 
Fire and Rescue 
Authority for agreement 
before moving on to 
stage two of the Fire 
Cover Review .”

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Vale church that changed direction 
shuts doors - but God’s work goes on 


ON Sunday July 28, following a final serv¬ 
ice of celebration at 3pm, the doors of 
Ebenezer URC in Llantwit Major will close 
for the last time after 198 years. 

Some five weeks before the Battle of Waterloo, the 
Consistory Court at Llandaff licensed a house called 
Ebenezer in Colhugh Street as an Independent 
Calvinistic meeting place, naming Watkin Watkin as the 
minister. 

There is a tradition that a group of non-Conformists 
had been ejected from St Donat’s some 60 years before 
and, having moved to Llantwit Major, had made slow 
but steady progress to such an extent that they were in a 
position to acquire a property for use as a place of wor¬ 
ship. 

Whether there is any truth to this story or not, the 
house became the first non-Conformist chapel in the 
town, though not in the parish as Bethesda’r Fro holds 
that honour. 

The Tithe Map of 1839 confirms that there were three 
houses in the row, so the congregation had a home but it 
soon lost its leader, who left for America. Consequently 
it scattered, many joining Bethesda. The church was 
closed and almost sold to the Baptists. 

There followed a number of attempts to revive for¬ 
tunes but it was not until the arrival of Rev Morgan 
Morgan from Blaenavon that things began to look up. 
Initially, he came to min i s ter to Bethesda and Nurston 
(Rhoose) chapels, but was persuaded to take on the res¬ 
urrection of Ebenezer. 

He was a remarkable man for he was able to clear the 
church’s considerable debts within months and proceed¬ 
ed to oversee the three chapels for nigh on 40 years, 
preaching in English at Ebenezer and Welsh at the other 
two. 

All this and running the Post Office in Boverton as 
well. 

He died on Sunday March 15 1874, whilst travelling 
between the chapels. One obituary described him as a 
“very edifying and sweet preacher”. 

Ebenezer was flourishing as was the tie between it 
and Bethesda for the three min i s ters who followed all 
served both chapels. It was during the time of Rev John 
Llewellyn that the congregation began to express dissat¬ 
isfaction with their enlarged house which ran parallel to 
Beach Road, especially as it had a smaller capacity than 
Bethesda. 


However, the members had a typically Victorian atti¬ 
tude to debt and though they raised funds through 
eisteddfodau, concerts and bazaars, they were still well 
short. 

Llewellyn finally persuaded them to ask for loans and 
the foundation stone was laid in November 1905, in 
atrocious weather. 

The builder was a local man - John Chatterton and it 
took until 1916 to clear the debt. The church was turned 
around and now faced at right angles to the Beach Road. 

Throughout the 1920s and 30s the congregation 
remained strong and the ministers promoted activities 
for young people across the Vale. In order to attract 
ministers it was decide to go into debt again and build a 
manse on Boverton Road. 

The house was called ‘Bro Dawel’ and it survived 
until the 1970s, when it was demolished to make way 
for The Precinct. 

During World War Two Bethesda was only open 
intermittently because of the security demands of RAF 
St Athan and it struggled to re-establish itself. 

During the 1950s and 60s Ebenezer began to experi¬ 
ence a decline in numbers. The Congregational Church 
combined with other denominations to form The United 
Reformed Church and the ties between Ebenezer and 
Bethesda were finally broken in 1974, when the latter 
was encouraged to go it alone with the assistance of the 
RAF. 

Over the 108 years of its existence, the present build¬ 
ing has not just been a place of worship. It housed the 
YMCA during World War Two, a class from the over¬ 
crowded school and, more recently, a nursery. And how 
many men based at RAF Llandow or St Athan have 
wed their sweethearts within its walls? 

Sadly, the economics of maintaining a building have 
become prohibitive for a small congregation, especially 
one that is no longer young. The difficult decision to 
close the church was made, but the congregation intends 
to move en-bloc and join Bethesda’r Fro where it has 
been worshipping for more than 10 years, thus cement¬ 
ing a link which was established more than 150 years 
ago. 

That is why the service on July 28, to which all are 
invited, will be one of celebration, for God’s work will 
go on.

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Monsters University 
passes screen test 


PIXAR, while easi¬ 
ly the most innova¬ 
tive animation stu¬ 
dio on the block, 
have never been 
afraid to go back to 
the well and 
attempt to improve 
on the original 
(just see Toy Story 
2 and 3). 

With a Finding Nemo 
sequel also on the hori¬ 
zon, the studio have 
entered prequel territory 
with Monsters 
University. Set before 
200l’s Monsters Inc , it 
sees Sulley and Mike 
(voiced by John 
Goodman and Billy 
Crystal) in their student 
days, as they meet in 
the same fraternity; 
however, the polar 
opposites don't exactly 
hit it off in a rivalry that 
will tear their world 
apart but eventually 
bring them together... 

Very often, returning 
to the scene of your past 
glories indicates that the 
creative well is running 
dry; this is something 
that even applies to 
Pixar, the previously- 
imperious studio show¬ 
ing the faintest chink in 
their armour (particular¬ 
ly with Cars 2 and the 
decent but standard 
Brave). 

It’s understandable, 
then, that given the pop¬ 
ular reception afforded 
their Toy Story sequels, 
that they would take 
another trip down 
sequel (or, in this case, 
prequel) lane with 
another of their hugely 
popular creations, 
Monsters Inc. 

The original was a 
huge success, and made 
for a hugely entertain¬ 
ing film, but 12 years 
later do the characters 
warrant a revisit? The 
answer is a positive one, 


but anyone expecting a 
seismic experience like 
Pixar have usually 
delivered will feel let 
down. 

That isn’t to say 
Monsters University 
doesn’t entertain, but it 
feels more like an above 
average direct-to-DVD 
follow-up rather than a 
cinematic effort. 

As usual, the film 
looks fantastic, and the 
3D (something recent 
box office figures indi¬ 
cate is a craze on the 
wane) gives you a rich 
depth, while the story 
itself plays as an 
intriguing look at how 
Mike and Sulley 
became the best buddies 
that we meet in 
Monsters Inc. 

Like the usual Pixar 
fare, the gag rate is pret¬ 
ty rapid and the majori¬ 
ty stick, but skewering 
far more to the younger 
audience, lacking the 
bite for grown-ups that 
usual goes hand in hand 
with the material, espe¬ 
cially when the college 
setting riffs so heavily 
on the likes of Revenge 
Of The Nerds and 
Animal House. 

A few more well- 
aimed gags in that vein 
would have been a wel¬ 
come site rather than 
the ‘anyone can achieve 
their dreams’ moral that 
permeates the story a 
little too much. 

The nature of a pre¬ 
quel does mean that a 
certain amount of sus¬ 
pense and peril goes out 
the window, and if the 
references to the toxici¬ 
ty of children and the 
danger they pose comes 
off as half-baked, know¬ 
ing what we know, there 
are a few clever twists 
before we get to the 
present day with the 
presence of several 
characters from 
Monsters Inc slipped in 


with minimal jarring, 
not feeling shoehomed 
at all. 

The vocal cast are 
impressive, with John 
Goodman and Billy 
Crystal falling back into 
their roles like it hasn’t 
been 12 years, while 
new additions Helen 
Mirren and Nathan 
Fillion (to name but 
two) bring a nice 
amount of gusto the 
vocal booth. 

While you can’t fault 
the laughs it generates 
and also the way it clev¬ 
erly develops the fran¬ 
chise’s universe, there is 
just something about 
Monsters University 
that feels like it’s stuck 
in fourth gear, not quite 
getting to top speed; 
anyone who likes 
Monsters Inc, or Pixar 
films generally, will 
find much to enjoy but 
it won’t light your fire 
in the way Up or Toy 
Story 3 do. 

VERDICT: Nowhere 
near the weakest of 
their output (Cars, Cars 
2) but not quite up there 
with their best either,

What is a nucleus? It 
is a Queen bee accompa¬ 
nied by several thousand 
worker bees in a smaller 
version of the standard 
hive (the national type 
hive is a much-used pat¬ 
tern). 

Given fair weather, 
the Queen in this nucle¬ 
us will start to lay eggs 
and the development of 
these eggs into new bees 
means that the nucleus is honeybee, are pollina- 
building up in bee num- tors. So if the bees are 
bers, and therefore will 
require to be moved into 
a full size hive (the 
national). 

From this small 
beginning, the new bee¬ 
keeper may well wish to 
have an apiary holding 


and re-locating has met 
with some success. 

However, some of the 
bumblebees have occu¬ 
pied spaces where get¬ 
ting at them was not 
really viable i.e. under 
decking, in loft spaces, 
under sheds and in com¬ 
post bins. 

No damage is caused 
by bumblebees occupy¬ 
ing these spaces, and 
remember they, like the 


two or three colonies, 
and given that bees do 
swarm, he/she could 
well become retrievers 
of swarms themselves, 
and hence an apiary 
develops. 

Many of the requests 
to tackle swarms have 
turned out to be bumble¬ 
bees, and bird boxes 
have been much- 
favoured sites. The 
removal of the boxes 
and their occupants has 
not been too difficult, 


not causing you any 
inconvenience, leave 
them where they are, as 
they will eventually die 
off. Unlike honeybees, 
they do not survive over 
the winter. So, how do 
bumblebees keep the 
species going? Well, all 
of the nest occupants die 
off except for several 
females that have been 
designated to be the 
Queens for the following 
year. 

These females will 
leave the nest site as 
individuals and find a 
place to hibernate and 
will start a new colony 
elsewhere in the follow¬ 
ing spring. 

Will I get honey this 
year? I live in hope, but 


the welfare of the bees is 
my main concern, and 
their need for honey far 
outweighs mine. July is 
forecast to be okay 
weather wise, and the 
pollinating insects will 
certainly appreciate it. 

The varroa mite is 
still a major problem for 
beekeepers, and on the 
horizon we have the 
Asian hornet (a predator 
of bees). It is not with 
us yet, but it is only a 
matter of time, because 
it is well established in 
France due to transport¬ 
ing commodities around 
the world.

The 
invaders I have men¬ 
tioned are, in particular, 
parasites of honeybees 
and not of other pollina¬ 
tors.

2. The Order will come into operation on the 30th July 2013 and a copy of 
the Order may be seen at the address shown below during normal office 
hours. 

3. If you wish to question the validity of the Order or any provisions 
contained therein on the grounds that they are not within the powers 
conferred by the above Act or on the grounds that any requirement of the 
same or that any instrument made under it has not been complied with in 
relation to the Order, you may within six weeks from the 30th July 2013 
apply to the High Court for this purpose.

No person shall proceed on foot or cause or permit any vehicle or cycle to 
proceed, stop or wait at any time, in the location specified within the Sched¬ 
ule below.

LOCAL film producer, Anthony Hontoir, 
recently visited Ysgol y Ferch o'r Sger - to 
give a presentation on movie film making 
techniques. 

He has produced a number of films on DVD 
under the ‘Downwood Film Productions’ banner, 
including Kenfig, The Restoration of Sker House 
and most recently Ghosts of Glamorgan.. Copies of 
all three DVD films were presented to the school. 

Anthony uses few modern digital techniques, but 
relies on the well proven and by today’s standards, 
‘old fashioned’ cinematography methods using film 
cameras. 

The cameras record images on a strip of transpar¬ 
ent plastic film coated on one side with a gelatin 
emulsion containing microscopically small light- 
sensitive silver halide crystals. 

Anthony had brought along a number of movie 
camera types which use conventional film. 
Compared with today’s equivalent modern digital 
cameras, the film cameras on display were large and 
in many cases, very heavy. 


All three of Anthony’s DVDs are based on the 
local area and what better way to highlight this than 
to bring along ‘The Maid of Sker’ to add character 
and colour the presentation. 

Young film actress Sarah George filled the role 
admirably. 

Anthony invited pupils to have their pictures 
taken with ‘The Maid of Sker’ and the ‘clapper 
board’ used to identify different ‘scene takes’ in the 
making of movie films.
